DEATH 


Came Without Warning to 


Gen. Benjamin P. Coates

Voted at the Pimaries, Went Home 


and Expired in a Few Minutes. 


Heart'Failure Was the Cause of His 
Death—Sketch of His Long and Ac- 


tive Career by Capt. N. W. Evans. 


The entire community was shocked 


Saturday evening, about half past eix 
o'clock, by the news of the sudden 
death of General Benjamin F. Goatee. 
He passed away suddenly at his home, 
at the corner of Gay and Second streets. 


Gen. 
Coates had not been very well 


for the past two weeks, hut managed to 
get around. 
Saturday evening he went 


to the Eepublican primary at the Third 
ward voting place. 
After voting he 


went home and laid down on the bed 
for a few minutes. He complained of 
being cold and his son, Joseph P. 
Coates, began building a fiie in his 
room, 
While he was there engaged 


Gen. 
Coates arose and attempted to 


walk across the room. He staggered 
and would have fallen had not the son 
caught him and assisted him to a chair. 
Dr. Kline was hastily telephoned for, 
and reached the house in a few minutes. 


Just before he arrived Gen. Coates 


seemed to faint away and his family 
were unable to revive him. Dr. Kline, 
as soon as he saw him said: " He is 
dead." The end had come suddenly 
and peacefully to a busy life. Mrs. 
Coates and three children survive 
Joseph, Lillian and Sarah, the latter 
being in Boston at the time of her 
father's death.' 


The following sketch of Gen. Coatea 


is published through the courtesy of 
Capt, X, W. Evans. 
He secured the 


facia from Gen. Coates himself, intend- 
ing to use them in his history of South- 
ern Ohio: 


General Benjamin F. Coatea was 


born June 23rd, 1827, near Wilming- 
ton, in Clinton county, Ohio. 
His 


father was Aquila Coatea, born in 
1799 
in Cheater county, Pennsyl- 


vania. 
His mother was Bachel 


Pidgeon, born ia 1801, near Lynch- 
bnrg, Virginia. His maternal grand- 
father, 
Isaac PidgeoD, was the 


owner of 1600 acres of land, about 
flve miles north of 
Winchester 


county, Virginia, which he divided 
among his children. General Coates' 
father and mother, and his grand- 
father Pidgeon were Friends, and 
were married according to the form- 
ula of that sect at Hopewell meeting 
house, near Winchester, Virginia. 
They came to Ohio in 1823. They 
had eight children,.six sons and two 
daughters. 
General 
Coatee 
was 


reared on his father's farm and at- 
tended the common school in Clin- 
ton .county. 
He also attended an 


academy at Wilmington, conducted 
by Oliver W. Nixon. He studied 
medicine with Dr. Aquila Jones at 
Wilmington, and took his first course 
°l lectures at the Ohio Medical Col- 
lege of 
Cincinnati. 
His second 


course waa taken at Jefferson Medi 
C*I College, Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania. He begau the practice of 
Medicine at Mowrytown in High- 
'anti county iu i860, 'and remained 
'"ere two and one-half years. He 
tooted in West Union, Ohio, in 1853 
™ Ioo7 he was married to Elizabeth 


•"• I'Uterson, a daughter of John 
ratterson, a former resident of 
Aaarns county, and a prominent pol- 


'cmn. In Adams county, General 
atea waa a Democrat, and as such 


*.*» ejected to the Ohio Senate jii 
»n/J '" rePresent the present Sev- 


highly esteemed for his ability and 
bravery by hie superior officers. He 
located in Portsmouth, Ohio, July 
1st, 1865, as a physician. On July 
1st, 1866, he was appointed Deputy 
Collector of luternal Revenue, un- 
der John 
Campbell, of 
Ironton, 


Ohio, and on October 1st, 1866, was- 
appointed Collector in the Eleventh 
District of Ohio, in plaoe Cf John 
Campbell, and held the office until 
July 1st, 1881, when he resigned. He 
was a trustee of the Ohio Soldiers 
and Sailors Orphans Home from 
1868 to 1871. He was receiver of the 
Cincinnati 
and Eastern 
Eailway 


Company from September 1st, 1886,. 
until February 1st, 1887, and as 
Special Master Commlssiout-r, sold 
the 
road to the Ohio 'and. North 


Western Company.' He has served 
on the Portsmouth City Board of 
Equalization one or more terms. 
In 


1897, he was appointed a member of 
the City Board of Elections for a. 
term of four years, and was serving 
as such at his death. 


Since 1862, General Coates has 


been a Republican. 
He left the 


Democratic party on account of war 
questions. During the time he held 
the Collector's office, he was the 
leader of his party in the county and 
Congressional District. He had a 
wonderful insight of humau nature, 
and could tell beforehand how the 
public would form opinions of men 
and measures* He had great execu- 
tive ^ability, and always had the 
courage of his opinions. He was a 
pleasant, and agreeable companion 
and had hosts of friends.
